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MODERN MATH COURSE 
ADOPTED FOR SCHOOLS 


The School Committee, last eve- 
ning unanimously adopted a new 
curriculum inthe teaching of math- 
ematics, which has been described 
by Supt. of Schools Harold Shea 
as (for the want of a better name) 

», Modern Mathematics. 

At the same time the committee 
voted that Francis Kelley, head of 
the Mathematics Department in 
Wilmington High School be hired 
as a teacher, for those teachers 
in all grades who will be using 
the new system. 

Mr Kelley is to be paid $300 to 
conduct classes for the teachers 
which will take 15 weeks, at 2 
hours a week, 

Teachers in all grades will be 
required to take the course by 
Mr. Kelley, but not all teachers, 
Only those who will be doing the 
teaching will be taking it. These 
teachers, by vote of the School 
Committee will receive three in- 
crement credits in the salary al~ 
lowance of the school department, 

The committee discussed the 
proposals in detail for nearly two 
hours with Robert Barrett, Super- 
vising Principal of the Glen Road 
School District, 

Barrett told the School Commit- 
tee that there were school systems 
where the teachers were just given 
the books and told to go ahead and 
teach, but he did not feel that this 
was particularly wise, 

School Supt. Harold Shea, who 
spoke very strongly for the pro- 
posal told the Committee that the 
High School has been using the 
‘Modern Math’ method with some 


advanced classes for the past three 
years, and that the test has justified 
the trial. He felt that the methods 
used would result in a far better 
uderstanding of the principals of 
mathematics by all the school 
children, in all grades, 

It has been shown, he said, that 
the children can learn more math 
than has been assumed in the 
past, and that the materials, even 
at the lowest level, must stress 
precise and exact mathematical 
language. 

Shea went on to say that the 
skill in thinking and communicating 
mathematical! is just as important 
as speed and accuracy, and that the 
knowledge ofthe structure of math- 
ematics is attained by the develop- 
ment of unifying ideas and patterns 
in operations, 

As voted by the School Commit- 
tee, the course to be conducted by 
Mr Kelly will be during the present 
school year. The course is to in- 
clude the history, theory and appli- 
cation of modern mathematics, The 
teachers will be studying and work- 
ing with texts and materials which 
will be used by the children, 

The plans are that a modern 


mathematics program will be in- 
troduced into grades one and two 
in the late winter or early spring 
of 1964, that the change for grades 
three through six be made in 
September of 1964, and that the 
new textbooks and materials be 
purcahsed, incorporating the best 
thinking and applications in the 
field of mathematics,

HOUSING ARGUMENT CONTINUES 


The discussion over alleged ir- 
regularities in the sale of the Ve- 
terans houses on Wildwood Street, 
begun a week ago ina meeting of 
the Board of Selectmen, continued 
Tuesday night in the meeting ofthe 
Wilmington Housing Authority, 

Henry Munroe of 120 Faulkner 
Avene spent several hours with 
the WHA and repeated in substance 
the statements he had made before 
the Selectmen. 

The Housing Authority told 
Munroe that the person named by 
him as a Wakefield resident had 
given a Wilmington address, on 
his application, and that they knew 
him as a Wilmington man for many 
years, 

Mr Munroe displayed a Wake- 
field street listing which listed the 
man as a resident of that town, 

Munroe was told that in the let- 
ter of application the person had 
said that he had to rent tempor- 
arily in Wakefield, because he was 
unable to do so in Wilmington, 

Chairman Eddie Forest told Mr 
Munroe that he felt that the Housing 
Authority sales should stand, but 
that they were going to ask the 
WHA attorney, Mr Levine of Boston 
to investigate. 

The Housing Authority, he said, 
could sell to any veteran, as de- 
fined in the Massachusetts Statutes 
and unless there was a very good 
reason, intended to continue with 
the sale, 

To stop the proceedings, he said, 
would jeopardize the sale of the 
other 12 houses,

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ROUNDS MAY SUE PLANNING BOARD 


A P Rounds of Stoneham, devel- 
oper of the Hathaway Acres hous- 
ing project, warned the Planning 
Board, Tuesday night, that he may 
find himself suing that board, be- 
cause of the long delay in approval 
of the latest section of his project, 

Rounds has been waiting for 
months for approval of the latest 
addition to the project, The earlier 
part of the project had about 100 
homes, and about 40 are planned 
for the addition, 

The Planning Board has not re- 
leased more than three lots to Mr 
Rounds, He has butt on those lots 
and is ready to construct further, 

He has laid his water mains tn 
the new part of the project, andthe 
roads are at present rough graded, 

The difficulty is a water main 
on Carson Avenue, laid by Rounds 
some years ago. 


At the time it was laid it was 
deemed that a two inch water 
main was sufficient, Now the Board 
of Water Commissioners believe 
that Rounds should take up the 
two inch pipe, and replace it with 
a six inch one, for a distance of 
about two hundred feet, so that it 
will connect with a larger main 
laid down from Marie Drive. 

The Planning Board ts not having 
any part of the argument, but has 
a letter from Town Counsel Philip 
Buzzell which says that their think 
ing should conform to that of the 
Board of Water Commissioners, 

The Water Commissioners seek 
to have ‘two large mains leading 
into the new area, and for that 
reason fee] that inasmuch as Mr 
Eounds is building the new area 
he should lay the pipe.

ZONING CONSULTANT 


ALMOST HIRED 


The Town of Wilmington almost 
hired a Zoning Consultant, last 
Tuesday, but then didn’t when it 
turned out that the gentleman would 
not be able to be present next 
spring, at public hearings before 
the annual Town Meeting, and the 
annual Town Meeting itself, 

Samuel Snow, the consultant who 
drew up the present zoning law 
for the Town of Lexington with 
reference to Garden Type Apart- 
ments, had to turn down the ap- 
pointment, in an interview with 
the Planning Board, Tuesday even- 
in, 

‘ir Snow had spoken before the 
Wilmington, as well as other Plan- 
ning Boards, in a regional Plan- 
ning Board meeting at AVCO, when 
the Wilmington Planning Board 
was host to other planning boards 
in Region Six, of Massachusetts, 

Some heat was engendered in 
the early part of the meeting over 
the wording of a letter written by 
Town Manager Jerry Bouchard to 
Mr Snow, tentatively appointing 
him to be the Planner for the re- 
zoning study. 

He was the choice of the Town 
Manager and of the Planning Board 
and the discussion did not concern 
his merits, but rather the instruc- 
tions and other matters in the let- 
ter. 

, Veteran member Danny Gillis 
and Chairman James Banda did 
most of the talking, with Joseph 
Slater offering a few suggestions, 

Gillis objected to the letter be- 
cause it did not include the Plan- 
ning Board by reference, and be- 
cause it did not include the Mass- 
achusetts State Department of 
Commerce provisions for recom- 


pensation to the town. 

Mr Banda agreed with Gillis on 
some of the points, but held that 
some of the questions Gillis had 
raised could be takn care of inthe 
contract to be prepared by the 
Town Counsel, 

When Mr Snow arrived later for 
his interview he agreed with Gillis 
and Slater that the first paragraph 
of the letter, which instructed him 
to prepare a survey with reference 
to five sites, in which interest has 
been shown for Apartment Housing, 
could possibly lead to litigation 
at a later date. 

Mr Snow, without knowing of 
the previous discussion, stated 
that he would not care to work 
under the provisions of the Mass 
Department of Commerce in a 
‘small’ job, such as this, This 
had been one of Banda’s points, 
Banda saying that if he had been 
the person to do the work he 
would not want to work for ‘three 
masters’ (the state, the Town Ma- 
nager, and the Planning Board). 

But the letter became a past 
event when it was learned that 
Mr Snow would be unable to ac- 
cept, and the conversation was 
dropped, 

The Planning Board and Town 
Manager will now have to find 
another consultant to conduct the 
study. Then plan to have a con- 
sSultation later this week. 

In addition to the instructions to 
Mr Snow to study the five specified 
areas, Bouchard’s letter hadasked 
that he study the zoning along Route 
93, with reference to the present 
land use, and with recommenda- 
tions as to future zoning, for the 
annual Town Meeting of next spring

Telegraph Company was 80 years 
old on Oct, 19th. 

The 14,400 telephones that the 
Company served at its beginning 
have grown to more than 3.7 mil. 
lion, 

And it has grown to be one of 
the largest taxpayers ag well as 
one of the largest employers in 
euch of the five New England 
states its serves. Eniployees total 
35,300; buildings total 780, 

t year the Company put 
million into the economy of 
its area in the form of wages, 
taxes, building construction, other 
expenditures, interests, dividends 

The Company was granted its 
corporate charter six and a half 
years after the telephone’s in- 
vention, 

As a consolidation of several 


companies in Maine, Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire and Ver 
mont, it was the first major op- 
erating unit of what was to be- 
come the Bell Telephone System, 


Inter-city telephone lines were 
few and relatively short in 1883.

Since Yasaian left town there has 
been another individual who was 
equally tough - Henry Dusablon, 
who lived for about three months in 
a cottage of Royal Street, in North 
Wilmington, along with a girl friend 
who, it is said, was the daughter 
of a minister, 

Dusablon, the Wilmington Police 
found, was a snarling individual 
who was always involved ina fight, 
and who they had to watch closely. 

Right now he ts sitting in death 
row, in Sing Sing Prison, awaiting 
execution for the ‘mad-dog’ mur- 
der of five store keepers, last 
Christmas,

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GARDNER RITCHIE 
WAS CARNEGIE 


MEDAL HOLDER 


A Solemn High Mass was sung 
in St Thomas Church on Nov lith 
for Gardner I Ritchie, 16 Columbia 
Street, one of three persons in 
Wilmington to have been awarded 
the Carnegie Medal for Heroism, 

Mr Ritchie passed away last 


Friday, at his late residence, 

Mr. Ritchie, in 1933, saved the 
life of an elderly Tewksbury tgen- 
tleman, at the Wilmington Railroad 
Station, at great risk to his own 
life, 

The Tewksbury man, unaware 
that a train was coming from Bos- 
ton, was standing between the rail- 
road tracks, awaiting atrainwhich 
he intended to board, for Boston. 

Ritchie, who saw the danger, 
jumped, and held the man close to 
him, while the two trains, going 
in opposite directions, passed the 
two men. They escaped death by 
only fractions of inches, 

Born is Salem, he was 73 years 
old at the time of his death, and 
had led a life of civic responsi- 
bility, 

He was one of the founders of the 
old Catholic Club, one of the live- 
wire organizations in Wilmington 
in the 1920's. He served on the 
Wilmington Planning Board, was a 
member of the Welfare Board for 
six years, and of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority. 

A communicant of St Thomas 
he “was a member of the ‘Holy 
Name Society of that church, 

He had been employed in the 
accounting department of the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroad for 45years, 
having started word there 3 years 
before he moved to Wilmington, 

Mr Ritchie is survived by his 
widow, Mrs Rose (Porter) Ritchie, 
and five children, John, Charles 
and Mrs Pauline McCue of Wil- 
mington, and Robert and Mrs Mary 
Hinkley of Tewksbury, There are 
14 grandchildren, 

The Rev, Edmund Croke was the 
celebrant at the Mass, withthe Rev 
Reorge Burnell, OSA, the deacon 
and the Rev. Francis Mackin the 
Sub deacon. Pall bearers were 
Walter Lawler, John Hartnett, 
Ralph Biggar, Joseph Woods Sr., 
Edward Shelley and Alan MacMul- 
lin, 

The burial was in the family 
lot in Wildwood Cemetery, with 
Father Croke reading the commit- 
tal prayers.
